3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• With respect to claims 1 , 24 & 26, the prior art fails to disclose a tablet storage 
and take-out apparatus that comprises, among other things, a transfer robot 
disposed inside a cylindrical drum so as to be liftable along and also rotatable 
about a vertical axis of the drum, and a control means for controlling a position of 
the transfer robot, wherein the transfer robot has a pair of arm for holding a vial 
and the transfer robot is operable to transfer the vial between a delivery position 
located outside formed in an end of the drum and a tablet filling position inside 
the drum located at a specific on of a plurality of guide passages, and wherein the 
control means controls the robot to align an opening of the vial with the specific 
passage. 
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• With respect to claim 20, the prior art fails to disclose a tablet storage and take- 
out apparatus that comprises, among other things, a first transfer robot, a second 
transfer robot, a third transfer robot and a fourth transfer robot for handling vials 
from a supply of different size vials through various operation and to a storage 
unit.
